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Forest Fires and Lands Not Growing Trees Are 


Threats to Prosperity 


By C. L. PACK, President American Forestry Ass'n. 
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Threatening the future prosperity of the country 


are two big items, cur yearly losos from forest lines 
and our hundreds of millions of acres of forest lands 
which are not growing forests. Just what this means 
to big industries is shown in the three-million-dollar- 
a-year freight bill New England pays on imported 
lilmber be<ause of the idle acres close to her factory 
doors. The lumber cut m the state of New York has 
dropped almost 60 per cent since 1910. Her consumers 
of lumber are paying $06,000,000 a year for imported 
lumber. 
The imported lumber comes 3,000 miles by 


rail. As a result nearly 1,500 wood-using industries in the state of New 
York have closed up shop. 


Two million feet of timber, or material enough to build a five-room 


house every hundred feet on both sides of a road extending from New 
York to Chicago is destroyed by forest fires every year. 
With four people 


to a house, these one hundred thousand or more buildings would provide 
a home for nearly one-fourth of our yearly increase in population—a num- 
ber sufficient to populate a new city each year the size of Cincinnati, New 
Orleans, Minneapolis, Kansas City or Seattle. 


During the past five years more than 1CO.OOO forest fires have oc- 


curred in the United State*, 80 per cent of which were due to human 
agencies and therefore preventable. 
These conflagrations burned OUT 


56,488,000 acres—an area greater than that of either Ohio or Pennsylvania 
—and destroyed $85,700,000 worth of timber. 


The Former Kaiser's Mandate: Kinder, Kuche 


and Kirche for the Women

The well-known mandate of the former kaiser that women's interests 


should be confined to the three Ks—kinder, kuche and kirche (children, 
cooking and church)—has been no idle bit of alliteration but has been 
sustained by government policy. 


There is a deep but alinobt passive resentment among thinking women 


toward this state of things. The) feel that they have not had fair treat- 
ment from the men, who ha\e been their masters for so long. 


The average German woman of every cla^s works hard, is thrifty and 


devoted to her family, but her mind has not been broadened by an active 
share in public affairs. 
She has meekly accepted the role of subordination 


prescribed for her, and this suppression has resulted in a violent reaction. 
The very few women who have emeiged from this passive subjection have 
become extremely radical. 


It is generally conceded that this fundamental lack of organization 


throws each woman on her own resources, and she must therefore meet 
her problems essentially as an individual. 


No German woman seems able to talk of general conditions without 


bitter reference to their past sufferings. 
Practically without exception 


they insist that the war was forced upon Germany and that their enormous 
sacrifices were made in defense of the fatherland. 
No woman is 111 the 


least penitent. 


The French Royalist Who was Taken to Jail 


for Shouting "Vive le Roi"

The French royahbt, who was arrested a few days ago in Paris for 


shouting ''Vive le Roi" at M. Briand on the latter's return from Wash- 
ington, seems to be regarded by many Americans as an unaccountable lun- 
atic. The idea of setting up a king at this date over the mother of re- 
publics evidently strikes the average democratic American as a fantasy 
too remote for serious thought. 
Why, is not very clear. One reason may 


be that our popular fiction has inclined UB to look on exiled kings and 
pretenders as faded relics laid up in lavender, or as quaint harlequin shad- 
ows of the dead and dying vanities of yesteryear. 


But such a conception is of couise very far from the tnith. Eeaders 


of history need no reminder that the king "takes an unconscionable time 
in dying-"'—certainly longer than the few years that separate France from 
monarchy. 
And they will see nothing extravagant in the statement that 


monarchy is a very lively factor in the politics of the modern French re- 
public. 


On the face of things, it is evident that the French authorities do 


not consider a royalist banner cry amusing, or they would not ha\e ar- 
rested the gentleman who greeted M. Briand in this odd way. In a safe- 
ly-established republic, people are not arrested for shouting "Long Live 
the King."

highways by July 1, 1922, will meet 
with general approval. 
As a rule, 


these signs are placed with conspicu- 
ous disregard for the safety of mo- 
torists. 
Most of them defeat their 


ottrn purpose. 
So placed as to com- 


pel the attention of a motorist, they 
draw his interest, not to the merits 
of the commodity advertised, but to 
the folly of obstructing the view at 
a crossing. 


While there Is some doubt as to the 


scope of the order, It will have a ben- 
eficial effect upon the campaign to 
eliminate signboards which disfigure 
the landscape. 
There Is and can be 


no objection to neat route, detour and 
warning signs designed to promote 
the usefulness of roads, but 
the 


gaudy boards which hide the view of 
the country, and even of the roads, 
from travelers, have long since sunk 
to the status of nuisances. 
In or- 


dering them eliminated, the highway 
commission is merely responding to 
the weight of public opinion.

The amount of tax levied for cuun 


ty purposes for 
1922 Is $88,937.50. 


For 1921, the county tax was $111,- 
178.68. The rate has been lowered 
from 6%i to 5. Bond tax for the com- 
ing year is levied at $26,730.72 which 
figure is c-ompared with $25,522 08 for 
1921. 
The 
bond rate is I'/fc mills 


Bridge tax last year was $34,209 44 
but this item has been abolished this 
year. State tax this year has been re- 
duced just $4.66 under last year's fig- 
ure of $22,787.95. The total amount 
levied for all purposes this year is 
$138,452.51. Last year the total figure 
was $210,939.88 or a reduction of $72, 
487.37. 


The number of taxables has Increas 


ed considerably within the past few 
years since the women of the county 
have been assessed. In all there are 
21,142 taxables. The amount of tax 
levied on the majority of the women 
for 1922 is 33 cents whtTre the occu- 
pation is assessed at not more than 
$50.Where the individual is avowedly 
too poor to pay taxes exoneration has 
been allowed.

The report of the Warner hospital,

Buyers Supply Money to Support En 


terprises Competing With Those 


in Which They Are 


Interested. 


(Copyright.) 


It Is a mighty nice thing to be able 


to do business on the other fellow's 
money, but there are few people who 
can do it. 
Probably the only busi- 


ness men who, as a class, are able 
to do this, are the mall order men in 
the big cities. 


Did you ever stop to think—you, 


who have ordered goods from a mail 
order house and there are probably 
few who have not done that at'some 
time or other—that you are supplying 
the cash upon which the mall order 
man is doing business? You »re well 
aware of the fact that your cash must 
go with your order if you expect to re 
ceive the goods, but have you ever 
stopped to think what that means? Do 
you realize that you are supplying the 
capital for a business which is run- 
ning in direct competition with your 
home merchants, upon whose prosper- 
ity you and your fellow townsmen are 
dependent for a livelihood? 


The majority of mall order houses 


do not carry large stocks of goods. 
They do not have to. When the mail 
order man gets your order, accom- 
panied by the cash, of course, he can 
take a part of your money and go to 
the manufacturer or the wholesaler 
and buy the article that is wanted. The 
rest of the money he can put down in 
his pocket after paying his operating 
costs, which are light when compared 
with those of the merchant who must 
carry a large stock of goods to meet 
the demands made upon him. 


In Class by Themselves. 


There is absolutely no other class of 


men who do business on the capital 
furnished by their customers. Even 
the retail store which sells for cash 
only cannot do this for he must carry 
a large stock and in most cases must 
pny cash for It in order to get prices 
that will enable him to make lower 
prices to his customers than can be 
made by the merchant who gives credit 
to his customers. 


The mail order mnn doesn't need to 


have any of his own capital Invested 
in his business—or any large amount 


of it, at least, in proportion "to the vol- 
ume of the business which he does. He 
does not have to pay interest to the 
banks on money borrowed to help him 
finance his business. 
The mail order 


man figures that about one-half of the 
amount he receives on any order goes 
to the wholesaler or manufacturer in 
payment for the goods ordered. Of 
the remainder a part goes for postage, 
printing, maintenance of office and 
plant, Insurance, etc. What is left, 
which is by no means an insignificant 
part of every dollar received, goes into 
dividends to stockholders in the mall 
order corporation. All this has been 
done without any capital other than 
that which may be required to pay of- 
fice expenses. 


Suppose, for a minute, that you did 


business with the local merchants on 
the same plan. Suppose that they did 
not carry any goods in stock, that 
when you wanted to buy something 
you should go to one of your home 
merchants, look in his catalogue and 
pick out an article that seemed to be 
similar to the one that you wanted, 
hand over the price as shown by the 
'catalogue and tell him to order it for 
you. The merchant would take your 
.money and you would wait for your 
goods until they arrived from a dis- 
tant city. 
' 
Not So Anxious. 


1 But the people who make up any 
community are not nearly as anxious 
to furnish capital to the home mer- 
chant—the man who helps "make" the I 
town—as they are to the mail order 
man in the far distant city, who does 
nothing and cares nothing for the peo- 
ple who furnish him the money on 
which to do business. They insist that 
the home merchant shall carry a large 
stock of goods from which they can 
'select what they wish, when they think 
it is to their interest to buy from him. 
They insist that he shall stand back of 
the goods he sells and make good any 
defect that may appear in them. They 
insist that he shall sell them what they 
wish and wait for the money until they 
get ready to pay it. They insist that 
he shall sell goods at the same prices 
or lower prices than the mail order 
houses charge for goods of poorer qual- 
ity. And finally, they insist that the 
home merchant shall furnish the large 
amount of capital that is required to 
conduct a business on this plan. 


The mail order buyer may say that 


he has the night to spend his money 
anywhere he pleases and he has, legal- 
ly. But he probably has never stopped 
to reflect on the fact that he is supply- 
ing the capital for the operation of a 
concern which is in direct competition 
with enterprises in which he is directly 
interested, fcr every man, woman and 
child in a town is directly interested in 
the success of the business enterprises 
in that town. If these business enter- 
prises are,' not prosperous, the town 
cann»t be prosperous To supply capi- 
tal to your competitor is not very gorf 
tqelness.

Water in its purest state is practi- 


cally colorless, except that it has a 
blue tint when a considerable amount 
of it is viewed together. The water 
of Loch Katrine in Scotland is nearly 
| pure chemically, although it contains 


a very small amount of carboniferous 
matter, which gives it a faint brown 
tinge. 
Water, under some circum- 


stances, looks as if it was full of col- 
or, and this happens when light thrown 
upon it is reflected back again, as in 
the case of a soap bubble and of a 
rainbow, the latter being formed of 
drops of rain that reflect back the | 
sunlight, broken up into its different 
parts which resemble the colors of a 
rainbow. 
Stagnant or "bad" water 


seems to have colors on it because 
of the different forms of life growing i 
on 
its 
surface and forming Ia5*ers j 


which reflect the light back and forth. 
The waves of light interfere with each 
other and cause colors. Perfectly pure 
water has a tt.ste from the salts dis- 
solved in it and from the atmospher- 
ic gases, nitrogen, oxygen and carbon 
dioxide which it contains.

Thrcalcnii)/i the future prosperity of the country 
are two big items, our yearly loses from forest fires 
and our hundreds of millions of acres of forest lands 
which are not growing forests. Just -what this means 
to big industries is shown in the three-niillion-dollar- 
a-year freight bill Now England pays on imported 
liTmber because of the idle acres close to her 'factory 
doors. 
The lumber cut in the state of New York has 
dropped almost 60 per cent since 1910. Her consumers 
of lumber are paying $06,000,000 a year for imported 
lumber. 
The imported lumber comes 3,000 miles by 
rail. 
As a result nearly 1,500 wood-using industries in the state of New 
York have cJosed up shop. 


Two million feet of timber, or material enough to build a live-room 
house every hundred feet on both sides of a road extending from New 
York to Chicago is destroyed by forest fires every year. 
With four people 
to a house, these one hundred thousand or more buildings would provide 
R home for nearly one-fourth of our yearly increase in population—a num- 
ber sufficient to populate a new city each year the size of Cincinnati, New 
Orleans, Minneapolis, Kansas City or Seattle. 


During the past five years more than 160,000 forest lires have oc- 
curred in the United States, 80 per cent of which were due to human 
agencies and therefore preventable. 
These conflagrations burned over 
56,488,000 acres—an area gi'eater than that of either Ohio or Pennsylvania 
—and destroyed $85,700,000 worth of timber.

It Is a mighty nice thing to be able 
to do business on the other fellow's 
money, but there are fwv people who 
can 
do It. 
Probably the only busi- 
ness men who, as a class, are able 
to do this, are the mail order men In 
the big cities. 


Did you ever stop to think—you, 
Avho have ordered goods from a mall 
order house and there are probably 
few who have not done that at some 
time or other—that you are supplying 
the cash upon which the mall order 
man Is d</ing business? 
You ftre well 
aware of the fact that your cash must 
go with your order if you expect to re- 
ceive the goods, but have you ever 
stopped to think what that means? 
Do 
you realize that you are supplying the 
capital for a business which Is run- 
ning in direct competition with your 
))onie merchants, upon whose prosper- 
ity you and your fellow townsmen are 
dependent for a livelihood? 


The majority of mall order houses 
do not carry large stocks of goods. 
They do not have to. 
When the mall 
order man 
gets your order, 
accom- 
panied by the cash, of course, he can 
take a part of your money and go to 
the manufacturer or the wholesaler 
and buy the article tliat is wanted. The 
rest of the money he can put down In 
his pocket after paying his operating 
costs, which are light when compared 
Mith those of the merchant who must 
carry a large stock of goods to meet 
the demands made upon him. 


In Class by Themselves. 


There is absolutely no other class of 
men who do business on the capital 
furnished by their customers. 
JKven 
the retail store which sells for cash 
only cannot do this for he must carry 
a large stock and in most cases must 
pay cash for It in order to get prices 
tliat will enable him to make lower 
prices to his customers than can be 
made by the merchant who gives credit 
to his cui>iomers. 


The mail order man doesn't need to 
have any of his own capital Invested ' 
iu his business—or any large amouqt | 


of It, at least, In proportion 'to thé vôi- 
ume of the business which he does. He 
does not have to pay interest to the 
banks on money borrowed to help him 
finance 
his business. 
The mall order 
man figures that about one-half of the 
amount he receives on any order goes 
to the wholesaler or manufacturer In 
•payment for the goods ordered. 
Of 
the remainder a part goes for postage, 
printing, 
maintenance of office and 
•plant, Insurance, etc. 
AYhat Is left, 
which Is by no means an Insignificant 
part of every dollar received, goes into 
dividends to stockholders in the mall 
order corporation. 
All this has been 
done without any capital other than 
that which may be required to pay of- 
fice expenses. 


Suppose, for a minute, that you did 
business with the local merchants on 
the same plan. 
Suppose that they did 
not carry any goods In stock, 
that 
when you wanted to buy something 
you should go to one of your home 
merchants, look In his catalogue and 
pick out an article that seemed to be 
similar to the one that you wanted, 
hand over the price as shown by the 
catalogue and tell him to order It for 
you. 
The merchant would take your 
.money and you would wait for your 
goods nntll they arrived from a dis- 
tant city, 


' 
Not So Anxious. 


' 
But the people who make up any 
community are not nearly as anxious 
to furnish capital to the home mer- 
chant—the man who helps "make" the 
town—as they are to the mall order 
man In the far distant city, who does 
nothing and cares nothing for the peo- 
ple who furnish liim the money on 
v/hlch to do business. They Insist that 
the home merchant shall carry a large 
stock of goods from which they can 
select what they wish, when they think 
it Is to their Interest to buy from him. 
They Insist that he shall stand back of 
the goods he sells and make good any 
defect that may appear in them. They 
Insist that he shall sell them what they 
wish and wait for the money until they 
get ready to pay it. 
They Insist that 
he shall sell goods at the same prices 
or lower prices than the mall order 
liouses charge for goods of poorer qual- 
ity, 
And finally, they insist that the 
home merchant shall furnish the large 
amount of capital that Is required to 
conduct a business on this plan. 


The mail order buyer may say that 
he has the light to spend his money 
anywhere he pleases and he has, legal- 
ly. .But he piobably has never stopped 
to rellect on the fact that he Is supply- 
ing the capital for the operation of a 
concern which Is in direct competition 
with enterprises in which he is directly 
interested, fcr every man, woman and 
.child in a town is directly Interested in 
the .success of the business enterprises 
in that town. 
If these business enter- 
prises arey not prosperous, the town 
cannot be pnisperous. To supply capi- 
tal to your c(»mpetitor is not very 
I^Uilness.
